1 1652 Massachusetts Pine Tree Shilling. Large Planchet. Noe- 

5. AU-58 (PCGS). 71.0 grains. Attractive with an original look 
to both sides, this near-Mint example is evenly toned in lavender- 
gray shades. The planchet appears to be a bit wavy, but the PCGS 
slab prevents us from examining this feature more closely. Overall 
well struck with only the tops of a few isolated peripheral letters off 
the flan. There are no mentionable abrasions, but several as struck 
die flaws are seen on the reverse (these flaws being diagnostic of the 
Noe-5 marriage). A coin that would fit equally well into an AU type 
set or a high quality, specialized collection of U.S. Colonial coinage.

2 Undated (c. 1663-1672?) St. Patrick “Farthing.” Breen-208. 
AU-58 (PCGS). The 2005 Guide Book lists the aforementioned 
date range for the striking of these curious and scarce Colonial era 
coppers. Breen (1988), however, states that the St. Patrick coins were 
struck at the Tower Mint in London between 1641 and the Long 
Parliament’s seizure of that facility in August of 1642. The author 
also opines that the coins went into hiding for several decades after 
Puritan forces executed King Charles I and suppressed Catholicism. 
They re-entered circulation, this time in Ireland, after the restoration 
of Charles II and the 1662 Act of Uniformity. Mark Newby, a 
Northumberland Quaker, brought 14,400 coppers with him to the 
colony of New Jersey when he fled Ireland in 1681 to escape reli¬ 
gious persecution. According to the Guide Book, Newby’s coinage 
was made legal tender by the General Assembly of New Jersey in 
May of 1682. 

This is one of the most appealing and technically sound exam¬ 
ples of a St. Patrick “Farthing” that this cataloger has ever seen. The 
brass insert over the obverse crown—a feature intended to make 
counterfeiting more difficult—is readily evident. Both sides display 
full denticulation around about 75% of their borders. The devices 
are quite bold for the type, but we do note some planchet roughness 
in the centers that has resulted in softer detail in those areas. Save for 
the brass insert, both sides exhibit even medium brown color, and 
the surfaces are free of bothersome post-production detractions. 
Worthy of a strong bid. 

PCGS# 42. 
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3 Undated (1688) American Plantations Token. Breen-78. 
Restrike. MS-62 (PCGS). This is a restrike as attributed by the 
scattered pits (as struck) from rust in the die and a long obverse 
break (also as made) near the right border. These pieces are believed 
to have been made circa 1828 by London coin dealer Matthew 
Young, who obtained two pairs of original dies. Both originals and 
restrikes of this type are scarce in high grades since the metal they 
were struck in, tin, corroded quite quickly. The present example, 
however, is quite well preserved with some evidence of original bril¬ 
liance peering through overall medium gray color. Generally bold in 
strike with no areas of unsightly discoloration or outwardly notice¬ 
able handling marks.

4 1773 Virginia Halfpenny. Breen-181. No Period. MS-66 RB 

(PCGS). Thanks to the discovery of a sizeable hoard in pre-Civil 
War Richmond, the 1773 Virginia Halfpenny is one of the most fre¬ 
quently encountered Colonial era coins in today’s market. We have 
not, however, handled very many Gems. This is a radiant example 
with glistening, semi-prooflike surfaces. Much of the original mint 
red luster remains, although we do note some overall muting to light 
brown patina. Sharply struck throughout with no blemishes that are 
worthy of singular mention.

5 1740-BB French Colonies. Breen-690. Sol de 12 Deniers, 

“Demi Sou,” or Half Sou Marque. MS-64 (PCGS). The BB 
mintmark attributes this coin to the Strasbourg Mint. Breen (1988) 
describes this variety as “very scarce,” and he goes on to say that 
examples are more plentiful in the US and Canada than they are in 
France. This well preserved representative is relatively bright in sheen 
with a lovely silver color. The strike is generally sharp with only a few 
isolated peripheral areas lacking bold denticulation. With no singu¬ 
larly noteworthy distractions, this coin is a lovely high quality repre¬ 
sentative of French Colonial coinage.

6 1787 Nova Eborac Copper. Breen-986. Seated Left. MS-62 
BN (PCGS). The striking detail on both sides is uncommonly 
sharp for the type, particularly over the seated figure on the reverse. 
The central obverse is a bit softly defined, nonetheless, but the eye 
appeal further benefits from a noteworthy lack of distracting blem¬ 
ishes. Well centered on the flan with even, if somewhat muted medi¬ 
um brown color.

7 1786 New Jersey Copper. Maris 24-P. Narrow Shield. VF-20 
(PCGS). Toned in a somewhat uneven reddish brown and darker 
brown combination of color. Surfaces are mostly smooth and attrac¬ 
tive, though there is a fine, nearly horizontal planchet fissure across 
the plow and at the left lower obverse. The shield is a bit softly 
struck, while most other features are well defined. All four digits of 
the date are clear, but not particularly bold. A very nice example for 
type.

8 1787 New Jersey Copper. Maris 43-d. Small Planchet. EF-40. 
This is a generally problem-free example, although we do note a bit 
of microscopic verdigris here and there. Still, both sides present 
rather well with a mostly medium brown color and no areas of exces¬ 
sive loss of detail. The impression is drawn toward the left borders, 
but all major design elements are on the flan. A relatively pleasing 
representative. 

1 here is a small planchet flaw (as made) at the upper reverse border. 

PCGS# 478. 
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9 Lot of (2) New Jersey Coppers. Included are: 1787 Large 
Planchet VF-20, reddish-brown in tone on the obverse with slightly 
deeper shades on the reverse, there is some more extensive wear 
through the center of the former side, but the final two digits in the 
date are discernible; and an Undated Good-4, well worn with the 
date lost to circulation and medium brown central toning lightening 
toward the borders, there is some pitting on both sides.

10 1795 Talbot, Allum & Lee Cent. Breen-1035 (?). MS-64 RD 
(PCGS). We are uncertain as to whether this coin is an example of 
Breen-1035 (thick flan) or Breen-1036 (thin flan) since the PCGS 
holder prevents us from more carefully examining the planchet. 
Regardless, this is an exquisite representative of the issue with full, 
vibrant luster in rich medium red color. The surfaces exhibit an over¬ 
all frosty texture with bold-to-sharp devices well centered on the 
flan. One or two isolated swirls of variegated color on both sides are 
all that seem to bar this attractive example from a full Gem rating.

11 Undated Washington Success Medal. Baker-267. Rarity-6. 
Brass. Small Size, Reeded Edge. MS-63 (PCGS). These scarce 
pieces may have been struck circa 1793 (Breen, 1988, estimates 
1792-1795). The present example is certainly among the finest 
extant with overall brassy color that yields to a few swirls of tannish- 
brown tinting here and there. Well struck over all features save for 
those in the very centers, both sides are nicely centered on the flan 
with no blemishes that are particularly noteworthy. Direct angles call 
forth traces of the original bright sheen from the more protected 
areas around some of the peripheral devices. 

PCGS# 783. 

12 1791 Washington Cent. Baker-15. Large Eagle. AU-55. This 
evenly toned example displays rich reddish-brown patina. The strike 
is bold, if not sharp in all areas, and the overall appearance is not all 
that far from what one might expect for the BU level. A thin graze 
over and above Washingtons head is noted, but the eye appeal is still 
among the strongest that we can remember seeing for the type in 
quite some time. 



13 1791 Washington Cent. Baker-16. Rarity-3. Small Eagle. AU- 

50. This is a richly toned example whose surfaces are awash in well 
blended chocolate-brown and medium brown shades. The strike is 
well centered and sharp, and light wear is seen only over the higher 
points of the design. Free of noteworthy blemishes. 

14 1787 Fugio Cent. Newman 13-X. Club Rays, Rnd Ends. EF- 
45 (PCGS). Uneven reddish brown toning. Mostly well struck, 
with die clashing evident on the obverse. There are prominent 
planchet fissures on both sides, though contact marks and scuffs are 
practically nil. Just a touch of light rubbing. Seems quite conserva¬ 
tively graded in an XF-45 holder. A pleasing example of this classic 
Fugio Cent for type. This early copper was the first official coin 
authorized by the United States. The offered example is a die variety 
which was well represented in the famed Bank of New York hoard of 
Fugio cents, and this coin may very well be from that historic cache.

15 1793 B-2, C-2. Rarity-3. F-15 BN (NGC). This is a pleasing 
coin for the grade with glossy brown surfaces and a reverse that is 
uncommonly free of noticeable abrasions. There are a few scattered 
distractions on the obverse, but we stress that none are out of con¬ 
text with the Fine designation. Evenly worn throughout with outline 
definition remaining over all major design elements. The recesses 
also retain some bolder striking detail. One of just 35,334 pieces 
produced in this, the first year of U.S. Half Cent production.

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16 1806 B-4, C-4. Large 6, Stems. MS-63 BN (NGC). This is a 
nice Choice quality type candidate whose glossy textured surfaces are 
awash in generally even medium brown patina. There are a few small 
swirls of red and pale orange tinting here and there, but we are 
unable to find any detracting blemishes. Nicely centered on the 
planchet with just a few isolated areas of slight striking softness.

17 1809/6 B-5, C-5. MS-64 BN (NGC). The borders on both sides, 
as well as some of the obverse stars, are a bit softly defined, but the 
central design elements are suitably bold for the type. The otherwise 
medium brown toning assumes a golden-brown sheen toward the 
borders. Fully Choice in quality with no singularly mentionable 
blemishes.

18 18*0 B-l, C-l, the only known dies. MS-63 BN (NGC). This 
is an exceptionally well produced example by the standards of the 
type. Crisp definition is seen in both the centers and around the 
peripheries. Evenly patinated with only a few scattered blemishes.

19 1854 B-l, C-l. MS-64 BN (NGC). Despite the color designa¬ 
tion, both sides retain Rickers of original faded mint luster outlining 
some of the devices.

Sharply struck throughout with only a few 
trivial blemishes, none of which are worthy of undue concern.

A swirl of the latter color is also seen on the obverse 
toward the upper right border. The wear is extensive, but Liberty’s 
portrait, the date, and the word LIBERTY are all easily discernible 
on the obverse, and the reverse chain and denomination are quite 
sharp. Relatively problem-free for the grade with no sizeable or sin¬ 
gularly detracting abrasions. The premier Cent in U.S. coinage his¬ 
tory, the 1793 Chain is also a low mintage issue with just 36,103 
pieces produced.

21 1794 S-29. Head of 1794. VF-20. Both sides are rough with a 
dark, pitted texture from corrosion. All major design elements, 
nonetheless, are at least discernible, although we do note a little bit 
of softness of detail over the upper left reverse wreath. Well centered 
on the planchet with no sizeable circulation marks. The upper 
obverse border at the BE in LIBERTY may have been repaired.

22 1814 S-295. Plain 4. AU-50 (PCGS). Formerly offered as lot 84 in 
our July 2004 Baltimore Auction, where it was cataloged as: “Whereas 
most extant Classic Cents of all issues are well worn and/or corroded, 
this problem-free AU representative displays only minimal highpoint 
rub. rhe surfaces are quite smooth with mosdy even deep brown pati¬ 
na. Plenty of bold-to-sharp definition remains over the focal features. 
Worthy of inclusion in a high grade type or date set.” 

PCGS# 1577. 

23 1817 13 Stars. AU-50 (PCGS). The flossy textured surfaces are 
richly toned in mahogany-brown patina. The focal features are well 
struck with light highpoint rub, and all areas are silent on the sub¬ 
ject of mentionable distractions. 

PCGS# 1594. 
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24 1831 Error Coronet Cent—Double Struck, Second Strike 20% 
Off Center—VF-25 (PCGS). The double strike is on the reverse 
with the second impression off center at 5 o’clock. The words UNIT¬ 
ED and STATES appear twice on that side. The overall definition is 
suitably bold despite overall moderate wear, but we note that the right 
obverse is a bit distended due to the double strike. The otherwise red¬ 
dish-brown patina deepens to rich chocolate-brown shades on the 
reverse. An interesting coin for either the error or early copper collec¬ 
tor. 

PCGS# E1678. 


25 1838 MS-66 BN (NGC). A lovely representative of the type as 

well as the issue, this is a mostly medium brown Gem with flickers 
of faded mint luster oudining a few of the devices. The otherwise 
sharp impression wanes only slightly toward the upper obverse bor¬ 
der, and all areas are equally free of mentionable distractions. A con¬ 
ditionally scarce survivor of this otherwise readily obtainable 1830s 
delivery. 

NGC Census: 17; and none are finer with a BN color designation.

26 1847 N-38. MS-65 BN (NGC). Despite the color designation, 
both sides retain traces of original mint red luster, most notably in 
the protected areas around the reverse devices. There are no blem¬ 
ishes that would seem to call into question the Gem grade, and the 
strike is pleasingly sharp on the reverse and in the center of the 
obverse. Worthy of inclusion in a specialized set of high quality 
Coronet Cents.

The 2005 
G~tde Book, however, gives an approximate mintage of 300+ coins— 
a total that is probably closer to the truth, but one which does not 
seem to take into account widespread melting of undistributed spec¬ 
imens.

Originally and attractively preserved, the coin in this lot displays 
a base of warm champagne-gray patina with splashes of cobalt-blue 
and reddish-russet tinting around many of the devices.

Rather, it is numismatic 
“delicacy” (to use the term in the most recent edition of the Judd book 
on patterns) made for collectors. The obverse design is the type used in 
circulation since the early years of the Seated Half Dime series (Stars 
Obverse), while the reverse is that adopted in 1860 (Cereal Wreath). As 
such, these coins do not display the legend UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA on either side. We believe that 100 examples of Judd-267 
were prepared, all in business strike format. The coin in this lot is a beau¬ 
tifully toned survivor whose surfaces are awash in rich steel-gray patina. 
The luster is both foil and vibrant, and the devices are sharply defined in 
all but one or two small, isolated areas. Distraction-free in all regards, and 
an important bidding opportunity for the advanced collector of Seated 
coinage.

297 1796 B'l. Rarity-6. MS-61 (PCGS). The Mint’s production of Quarter Dollars in the 1790s and early years of the 1800s would seem to suggest that 

this denomination was not very popular among the public at that time. Although authorized in 1792, the first Quarters were not struck until 1796. The 
next examples did not follow until 1804, and there was another gap in production from 1808-1814. Those years that did see production of Quarters also 
saw limited deliveries, the first-year 1796, for example, having been struck to the extent of just 6,146 pieces. This particular issue is also important as a 
one-year type, the Small Eagle reverse yielding to the Heraldic Eagle design when production of this denomination resumed in 1804. 

Today, the early U.S. Quarters of the Draped Bust series are immensely popular among collectors, perhaps none more so than the 1796. All type col¬ 
lectors require an example of this issue in order for their sets to be considered complete. Few, however, can compete competitively for even well worn sur¬ 
vivors. In grades at or near the Mint State threshold, the 1796 is the province of only the most well-to-do collectors. 

This is an important BU survivor of the scarcer of the two known die marriages for the 1796 Draped Bust, Small Eagle Quarter. Both sides are richly 
toned in charcoal-gray shades that yield to champagne-silver tinting toward the center of the reverse. The impression is well centered on the planchet, but 
we note a little bit of striking softness at the upper obverse rim, over the central highpoints on both sides, and over the eagles head on the reverse. Neither 
side reveals any singularly noteworthy abrasions. Clearly among the most important silver offerings in this sale, and sure to see strong bidder competition.

Restrike of March 1837. This is one of the most perplexing issues in this challenging Silver Dollar series. Once thought to be a restrike of circa 1858 
or later, the 1836 Judd-60 in Die Alignment IV is now properly understood as a later die alignment of the 600-piece delivery recorded in the 
Philadelphia Mint on March 31, 1837. Although Mint personnel initially set the press run to strike these coins in Die Alignment II, accidental rota¬ 
tion of one of the dies resulted in approximately 400 coins emerging from the press in Die Alignment IV. Intermediate Die Alignments II-A and IV- 
A have also been observed, a fact that confirms rotation of one of the dies during production. 

1 his is a brilliant finish example with mottled tannish-gray iridescence on both sides and a few blushes of cobalt-blue tinting along the left obverse 
border. The strike is needle sharp in all areas, and there are no sizeable or individually mentionable handling marks. A few wispy hairlines, however, 
do account for the Proof-63 designation, but the only worthwhile pedigree marker is a tiny, shallow planchet flaw (as made) in the obverse field near 
the Liberty cap. This popular and historically significant design is always in demand in today's market. 



405 1840 MS-62 (NGC). The 1840 was not saved in significant num¬ 

bers by the contemporary public, this despite the fact that it is the 
premier issue in the Seated Dollar series. A rare Mint State example, 
the present coin probably escaped the rigors of circulation purely as 
a matter of chance. Both sides are richly toned in copper-gray shades 
that lighten a bit toward the centers. Cobalt-blue undertones are 
seen around the obverse periphery at direct angles, but there really 
are not all that many abrasions for the assigned grade. Bold-to-sharp 
in strike with relatively pleasing eye appeal.

The 1871-CC boasts the lowest 
mintage of the four Carson City Mint issues in the Seated Dollar 
series. It is not, however, the rarest, that honor belonging to the 
final-year 1873-CC. From an original mintage of just 1,376 pieces, 
only 85-125 ‘71-CC Dollars are believed extant in all grades. This 
is a problem-free coin for the grade whose surfaces do not reveal any 
abrasions that are worthy of individual attention. True, there are 
several light and moderate circulation marks scattered about, but 
the surfaces are free of the large, detracting marks that typically 
plague survivors of this frontier era issue. Both sides are lightly worn 
with slightly bolder striking detail seen on the reverse.

This is just such a near-Gem, the sur¬ 
faces possessing a minimum number of well scattered bagmarks. 
None of these features are worthy of individual attention, and the 
untoned surfaces allow full appreciation of intensely frosted luster. 
One of the more sharply struck examples that this cataloger has 
seen, both sides are overall bold with particularly noteworthy defi¬ 
nition over the central highpoints.

ITie present specimen is at the upper reaches of the PR-63 level, very close to near-Gem. Both the obverse and the reverse are silent on the subject of outwardly notice¬ 
able hairlines. There are delicate gplden-grav highlights over deeply mirrored fields and crisp, more frosty textured devices. In fact, the contrast between these features 
is marked enough on the reverse to warrant a cameo description for that side. A any, well concealed reverse contact mark over the eagles breast is noted, but the eye 
appeal and technical quality are strong in all regards. Examples of this issue are definite highlights of the Silver Dollar offering in even the largest numismatic auctions.

Secondly, the vast 
majority of Mint State survivors are flatly struck with dull, inferior 
luster and/or numerous detracting bagmarks. This is one of the 
more appealing BU representatives that we have offered in quite 
some time. The devices are generally sharp in detail, and there is 
only minimal softness of strike over the central highpoints.

Apparently, a decent percent¬ 
age of the 5 million coins originally produced were placed into cir¬ 
culation at or near the time of issue. Thousands more were undoubt¬ 
edly melted in the early 20th century. Richly frosted with untoned 
centers, both sides exhibit dappled reddish-russet toning drifting 
toward the rims. Free of bothersome striking incompleteness, and 
also praiseworthy from the standpoint of surface preservation. There 
are no singularly mentionable abrasions. An important bidding 
opportunity for the specialist, Bowers (1993) describes MS-64 qual¬ 
ity ‘96-S Dollars as “rare."

The snow-white features are overall bold¬ 
ly struck. Swirling cartwheel effects are readily appreciable on both 
sides in the absence of individually noteworthy abrasions.

This is a snappy looking Gem with untoned, 
frosty-white surfaces and pleasingly sharp striking definition. 
Scattered bagmarks are expectantly minimal for the assigned grade.

The 1899-S is similar in Mint State 
rarity to the 1898-S, both issues being among the scarcer S-mint 
Morgans at that level.

The central reverse is untoned within a 
ring of orange-gold peripheral iridescence. A fully frosted Gem with 
no singularly distracting bagmarks.

strong bids for this frosty textured Gem. Delicate golden-orange rim 
accents frame both sides, and there are also swirls of lavender, cobalt-blue, 
and russet tinting at the upper obverse and lower reverse borders. Seemingly 
smooth enough to warrant consideration at an even finer grade level. 



514 1904-0 MS-65 (NGC). There is a veritable explosion of vibrant, 

multicolored toning on the reverse, while the reverse exhibits similar 
peripheral shadings framing a mostly brilliant center. Lustrous, well 
preserved, and undeniably original, this coin is likely to command a 
strong premium from toning enthusiasts.

There is 
no toning on either side, and the number of small-to-moderate bag- 
marks is well within the context of the assigned grade. Frosty-white 
in sheen.

Perhaps not 
surprisingly, the ‘75-CC is the most easily obtainable CC-mint 
Trade Dollar in todays market. This issue, however, is still condi¬ 
tionally challenging with MS-63 being the finest grade that most 
collectors can hope to obtain. The present example is fully lustrous 
with a softly frosted texture that shimmers beneath an overlay of del¬ 
icate golden iridescence. The strike is above average for the type and 
generally bold, but a few isolated highpoints are a bit softly detailed.

Important as a Choice 
representative, the present example retains full mint frost with swirling cart¬ 
wheel luster effects.

All devices save 
for Liberty’s head on the obverse and the eagle’s right (facing) talon on the 
reverse are sharply struck, and even those features are suitably bold for the type. 
Remnants of the undermintmark are discernible to the naked eye. Minimally 
abraded for the assigned grade, and free of singularly menrionable distractions. 
There are two known die marriages of the 1875-S/CC, with the present coin an 
example of the variety usually seen.

Fully lustrous 
with a shimmering, frosty sheen, both sides are devoid of even the 
lightest toning. There are no singularly mentionable abrasions, and the 
strike is needle sharp over all design elements. The original business 
strike mintage of this issue is a not overly generous 455,000 pieces.

imity of the western branch mints to the Orient explains why the vast 
majority of Trade Dollars were produced in San Francisco and Carson 
City. Philadelphia Mint deliveries were limited, with the 1876 generally 
considered to be the most plentiful issue in Mint State. This is a richly and 
originally toned example whose otherwise antique copper surfaces are 
splashed in cobalt-blue, reddish-russet, and apricot-orange highlights. The 
latter color is confined to the reverse, but both sides are equally free of 
menrionable abrasions. Sharply struck with solid underlying mint luster.

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532 1876-CC FS-014. Doubled Die Reverse. AU-55 (PCGS). The 
discovery coin for this dramatic DDR is a VF-30 example that Jack 
Beymer displayed at the 1984 ANA Convention. Since that time, 
precious few additional pieces have been attributed with the result 
that this Mint error remains scarce-to-rare in all grades. Minimally 
rubbed across the highpoints, this Choice AU representative is 
untoned with bright, partially lustrous surfaces. The ample remain¬ 
ing definition points to a razor sharp strike, and the all-important 
reverse doubling is most readily evident on the eagle’s beak and the 
olive branch. Moderately abraded from time spent in circulation, 
both sides, however, are free of individually conspicuous handling 
marks. As perhaps the strongest and most widely spaced Doubled 
Die in any series (this description per Bill Fivaz), the 1876-CC DDR 
is an important coin that would form the centerpiece of any special¬ 
ized collection.

There is still plenty of bold- 
to-sharp striking definition, and the only area of evident striking 
incompleteness seems to be the upper right obverse periphery.

The original mintage of this issue is a mere 97,000 pieces, many of 
which probably did not reach circulation before the Carson City- 
Mint received orders to refrain from paying out Trade Dollars for 
bullion deposits. This order originated with Secretary of the Treasury 
John Sherman on February 22, 1878.

quality type collectors and specialists, the 1879 was produced solely 
in proof format.

Whispers of golden iridescence are seen on both sides, the boldly 
cameoed finish readily appreciable at all angles. There are no ill- 
defined features, as one should expect for proof production methods.

The 
upper obverse periphery and the reverse rim areas reveal delicate iri¬ 
descent toning, but the balance of the surfaces are brilliant.

There is a well concealed 
spot in the eagle's right (facing) wing feathers, but detracting blem¬ 
ishes are not seen.

In the 1980s, Rod and his father 
old the home improvement company 
nd were looking around for another 
•rofitable venture. They noticed there 
: vere opportunities in real estate in 
Orlando and began purchasing 
nultiple properties. “It was more 
ny accident than by design,” Rod 
rays. The venture evolved into a full- 
cale real estate development busi- 


Rod was introduced to coin collecting 
n 1990 when he attended an investment con- 
erence specializing in “hard money” assets. What 
ne heard at the conference piqued his interest in 
orecious metals. As he analyzed it, “Coins 
seemed to me to be the best way to get into it.” 

Rod, like many others involved in our hobby, 

. began his interests as a “gold bug” and over time 
developed into a sophisticated collector. 

Rod became more seriously involved in numis¬ 
matics in 1993 when he met prominent dealer Chuck 
Bloomfield. Rod and Chuck enjoyed a typical dealer-client 


relationship, at least in the beginning. Over time, 
however, the two became close friends with a 
keen understanding of one another’s numis¬ 
matic goals and tastes.

For it 
was in this year that the Mint delivered the first examples of 
what many collectors consider to be the two most beautifully 
designed coins in our nation’s history: the Indian Eagle and the 
Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle. Moreover in 1907, the final or 
penultimate deliveries of the long-lived Liberty Quarter Eagle, 
Half Eagle, Eagle, and Double Eagle series were struck. 

The driving force behind the introduction of the Indian and 
Saint-Gaudens designs was none other than President 
Theodore Roosevelt. Roosevelt, a dynamic personality who 
had made it one of his goals to bring the United States into the 
20th century, singled out the Liberty designs on the nations 
gold coinage as being particularly old-fashioned. (This is to 
put Roosevelt’s feelings in a more delicate way; Walter Breen, 
in his 1988 Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial Coins, quotes the 
President as having called the nation’s then-current coinage 
designs “atrociously hideous.”) There can be no doubt that 
Roosevelt had a good point, given that the Liberty design in its 
longest usage had turned 69 years old in 1907. First intro¬ 
duced as long ago as 1838, this design was definitely an expres¬ 
sion of 19th century Americana that seemed out of place in the 
early years of what would become the American Century. 

The original rendition of the Liberty motif is credited to 
Christian Gobrecht, his work debuting on the Eagle in 1838, 
the Half Eagle in 1839, and the Quarter Eagle in 1840. When 
the federal government authorized production of the Double 
Eagle after the start ol the California Gold Rush, James Barton 
Longacre created his own rendition of the Liberty design for 
that denomination. The first pattern Twenties were struck 
1849, and regular issue coinage began in 1850. 

To redesign Gobrecht’s Liberty Eagle and Longacre’s Liberty 
Double Flagle, Roosevelt appointed the gifted and renowned 
artist Augustus Saint-Gaudens. His Eagle design depicts a left 
facing head of Liberty that traces its origin to the standing fig¬ 
ure of Nike (Victory) that one can still see in Saint-Gaudens’ 
General Sherman Monument in New York City. In order to 
give Liberty a more nationalistic look, the President insisted 
that she be given an Indian feathered headdress. For the reverse 
of the “Indian” Eagle, Saint-Gaudens chose a majestic eagle 
striding left. 

Among Saint-Gaudens’ proposed designs for the Double 
Eagle, Roosevelt selected a standing representation of Liberty 
for the obverse and a flying eagle for the reverse. The latter 
design seems to have been inspired by the reverse of the 1836- 
1839 Gobrecht Dollars, which also inspired the obverse of 
Longacre’s 1856-1858 Flying Eagle Cents. 

The first two Indian Eagle issues produced in 1907 display 
Saint-Gaudens’ work in their best, truest, and most beautiful 
light. The Wire Edge was struck first, and the original mintage 
is 500 pieces. A limited number of Rolled Edge examples fol¬ 


lowed, so-called because of the addition of a raised inner bor¬ 
der around both sides in order to better protect the surfaces* 
The basic design of the Rolled Edge differs little from that of 
the Wire Edge. All but 24 examples of the Rolled Edge Indianj 
Eagle were melted in the Mint, a total that makes this one of 
the rarest and most sought-after issues in all of 20th century 
gold coinage. After the Rolled Edge design was deemed unfit 
for regular issue production, Mint Engraver Charles E. Barber 
modified Saint-Gaudens’ work quite extensively to produce: 
the type that numismatists refer to alternately as No Periods 
and No Motto. Although not as beautiful as the original Wire- 
Edge patterns, the No Motto Indian Eagle was ostensibly more 
practical for regular issue production and circulation. It would 
remain in use on the Indian Eagle through the series’ end in 
1933 with a single modification in 1908 to add the motto IN 
GOD WE TRUST to the left reverse field. (The Wire Edge, 
Rolled Edge, and No Motto issues of 1907 do not display the 
motto because Roosevelt believed that the use of a deity’s name 
on a nation’s coinage is blasphemous. Congressional action 
forced the Mint to restore the motto to the Eagle later in 
1908.) 

Production of Saint-Gaudens Double Eagles in 1907 was 
very similar to that of the Indian Eagle. The first coins pro¬ 
duced are technically patterns in extremely, or Ultra High 
Relief. The relief was then lowered to create the first regular 
issue design, the ever-popular High Relief. Although this 
design proved immensely popular with the contemporary pub¬ 
lic (as well as with today’s collectors), the Mint was forced to 
lower the relief once again for the sake of ease of production 
and circulation. In so doing, it also altered the date logotype to 
depict Arabic instead of Roman numerals. Numismatists, 
therefore, typically refer to the low relief design of 1907 by the 
name .Arabic Numerals. Like the Indian Eagle, the Saint- 
Gaudens Double Eagle was produced without the motto IN 
GOD WE TRUST in both 1907 and early 1908, the Arabic 
Numerals design undergoing the series’ last major design 
change in the latter year when Congress restored the motto to 
the denomination. 

Mintages of the out-going Liberty Quarter Eagles, Half 
Eagles, Eagles, and Double Eagles in 1907 are more-or-less 
generous by the standards of their respective series. Although 
relatively plentiful in terms of total number of coins known, 
the 1907-dated Liberty gold coinage is conditionally rare in 
the finer Mint State grades, a fact that is particularly true for 
the branch mint Half Eagle, Eagle, and Double Eagle deliver¬ 
ies. Only the Half Eagle of this design would be produced in 
1908, the year 1907 representing the final year of issue for the 
other three series. Production of the new Quarter Eagle and 
Half Eagle commenced in 1908, when Bela Lyon Pratt’s 
uniquely designed, incuse Indian design made its debut for 
both denominations.

540 1907 Liberty Double Eagle. Proof-65 Cameo (NGC). David W. Akers ( 1 982) and Walter Breen ( 1 988) basically agree that approx¬ 
imately 45 proof Double Eagles are extant from an original 1907-dated mintage of 78 pieces. The authors also state that many of the 
survivors are impaired from cleaning or other types of mishandling. Not so the present Gem. Every area on both the obverse and the 
reverse is smooth in appearance and free of detracting blemishes. Rich yellow-gold color envelops sharply impressed devices, the texture 
of which is satin-to-softly frosted. The fields, on the other hand, are deeply mirrored—a feature that, when combined with the varie¬ 
gated finish on the devices provides memorable cameo contrast. With awe-inspiring eye appeal and solid technical merits, we would 
not be surprised to see this coin in a Proof-66 Cameo holder.

541 1907 Eagle. Proof-64 (NGC). Proof Liberty Eagle production amounted to a mere 74 pieces in this, the final-year of striking for the type. In the 

1988 book Walter Breens Complete Encyclopedia ofU.S. and Colonial Coins, the author estimates that only 30-35 pieces are extant. Judging by current 
PCGS and NGC population data, this total may be on the low side, but probably not by much when one takes into account the possibility of resub¬ 
missions. Fully Choice, this is a richly colored, mostly orange-gold specimen. Both sides also reveal a few light blushes of medium gold tinting inter¬ 
mingled here and there, but distracting handling marks are not seen. In fact, the surfaces appear to have been well preserved enough to warrant con¬ 
sideration at the Gem level. Sharply, if not fully struck throughout with the uniformly reflective finish that characterizes most proof gold coins of the 
1902-1907 era.

those of die 1900-1906 specimen deliveries. A mere 92 proof Half Eagles were prepared in 1907, and either many examples were melted as unsold at years 
end, or a not insignificant number ol pieces were lost by collectors. Solidly graded as a Superb Gem, this boldly contrasted survivor is at the upper reaches 
of Condition Census There is not a single distracting blemish on either the obverse or the reverse, and both sides are about as close to technical perfection 
as one could expect for a prool gold coin ol any denomination and issue. Unfathomably deep in reflectivity, the watery fields support saun textured devices 
with needle sharp delineation throughout. A yellow-gold specimen with breathtakingly beautiful eye appeal and unimpeachable technical merits.

543 1907 Quarter Eagle. Proof-68 ★ Cameo (NGC). As a business strike, the final-year 1907 is the most common issue in the entire Liberty Quarter 

Eagle series. The same, however, cannot be said for the similarly dated proof. Survivors from an original delivery of 154 specimens are more challenging 
to locate than those of the proof 1900 and 1901. We have neither seen nor heard of a more exquisite proof 1907 Two-and-a-Half than the Superb Gem 
in this lot. Interestingly enough, NGC does report three additional coins in Proof-68 ★ CAM, but there are none finer at that service. We would not be 
surprised to learn, however, that some of these “coins” are actually resubmissions of the same piece(s) in the hope of obtaining an even higher grade. 

Breathtakingly beautiful, both sides are boldly contrasted between watery, reflective fields and sharp, frosty textured devices. The color is a warm 
yellow-gold shade that appears to “go black” in the fields as the surfaces rotate away from a light. Distracting abrasions are not seen, and the surfaces 
are also silent on the subject of worthwhile pedigree markers. Worthy of inclusion in the finest collection of proof U.S. gold.

544 MCMVII (1907) High Relief Double Eagle. Proof-67 (NGC). According to Charles Barber, Mint Engraver at the time these coins 
were struck, only five proof MCMVII High Relief Double Eagles were prepared in 1907. This total is almost certainly incorrect, and 
perhaps Barber was referring to only the initial proof delivery for the issue. Breen (1988) states that Barber’s estate included six speci¬ 
mens, and his widow once owned a seventh example. The Mint undoubtedly produced other pieces for presentation purposes, proba¬ 
bly at several different times throughout the last two months of 1907. 

Unlike business strike High Relief Double Eagles, which received 3-5 impressions from the dies, the proofs were struck seven times 
on the Mints medal press in order to bring up an extraordinary amount of detail. Many of the diagnostics of this specimen issue, there¬ 
fore, are centered around the striking quality: 

1. Sharp inner borders on both sides. 

2. All berries fully rounded. 

3. All pillars in the Capitol building distinct. 

4. All feathers in the eagles tail with clear ends. 

5. Edge lettering bolder than that seen on business strikes from the same collar. 

In addition, through careful inspection of several certified examples, this cataloger has determined that the proofs also reveal random 
die polish lines (as prepared) in the fields. 

This is one of the finest proof High Relief Double Eagles extant, and it is solidly within the Condition Census for the issue. Both 
sides exhibit the aforementioned diagnostics for this issue, although the NGC holder does prevent us from examining the edge. Both 
the obverse and the reverse are silent on the subject of bothersome handling marks, a fact that one should expect for the assigned grade. 
Every element of the design is crisply delineated, and the overall strike is essentially full. This is one of the most awe-inspiring repre¬ 
sentatives of Saint-Gaudens High Relief Twenty that this cataloger has ever handled, and it is identifiable by a pair of very tiny swirls 
of variegated color in the right obverse field.

ly regarded as one of the three most common Type III Double Eagles, 
at least in terms of total number of coins extant. As a Gem, however, 
this issue is much more difficult to locate than most collectors realize. 
In fact, combined PCGS and NGC population data for this issue in 
MS-65 is just 21 coins—a limited total for a final-year issue with a 
respectable original mintage of 1.4 million pieces—and none are finer 
at either certification service. Attractively original, both sides are awash 
in orange-gold color that appears to lighten a bit to rose-gold shades 
over and around the central devices. Fulsome mint frost swirls around 
the obverse as well as the reverse, the features of which arc devoid of 
singularly distracting bagmarks. Sharply impressed with a lone reverse 
spot that is out-of-the-way over the lower rim.

a representative of Liberty Double Eagle production in the Denver Mint 
typically acquire an example of the 1907-D. This is the second of only two 
D-mint issues in this series, and it is a bit more obtainable than the first- 
year 1906-D. We caution bidders, however, that the ‘07-D becomes quite 
rare in grades above MS-65. In fact, the finest examples that we are aware 
of are graded just one point above the present Gem. (One of these MS-67 
coins sold for $37,950 at auction in 1998.) Almost certainly qualifying for 
Condition Census, this is an exceptionally well preserved Double Eagle 
irrespective of issue. Both sides appear alive with shimmering mint frost and 
rich orange-gold coloration. Direct angles call forth light rose-gold high¬ 
lights intermingled here and there, but there are no disturbing blemishes on 
either side. Sharply, if not fully struck with captivating aesthetic appeal.

The 1907-S boasts the 
highest mintage (2.1 million pieces) of the three 1907-dated issues 
in the Liberty Double Eagle series.

Examples that grade at or above MS-64 are particularly difficult to 
locate, and the present near-Gem is identical in grade to the coin in 
the important “Eagle” Collection of Double Eagles that sold at auc¬ 
tion in January 2002. Medium intensity reddish-gold color accents 
powerfully impressed, crisply delineated features. The luster is full 
throughout and undisturbed by any singularly noteworthy bag- 
marks.

an Assay Office, the Denver Mint finally opened for coinage oper¬ 
ations in February 1906. The facility’s only contributions to the 
Liberty Half Eagle series are the 1906-D and 1907-D. The latter 
delivery is a bit more common than the 06-D with examples eager¬ 
ly sought for both circulated and Mint State type purposes. As with 
all gold issues in the history of the U S. Mint, however, the 1907- 
D is rare as a Superb Gem. This is primarily due to the softness of 
gold as a coinage metal and its tendency to become abraded quite 
easily. The single finest ‘07-D Five known to PCGS and NGC, this 
gorgeous example is also one of the most exquisite Liberty Half 
Eagles of any issue that we have ever offered. Billowy, softly frosted 
luster envelops both sides.

554 1907 High Relief Double Eagle. Flat Edge. MS-67 ★ (NGC). After 24 Ultra High Relief patterns were struck in 
February and March 1907, the relief of the Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle was lowered in an attempt to make the design 
more practical for regular issue production. Collectors know this new design as the High Relief or, occasionally, Roman 
Numerals. In order to put this design into production over the objections of then-Mint Engraver Charles E. Barber, 
President Theodore Roosevelt had to issue direct orders, the wording of which, according to Breen (1988), is something 
along the lines of: “Begin the new issue even if it takes you all day to strike one piece!” Sometime on or about November 
18, 1907, production of High Relief Double Eagles commence, and it continued into December. There is some debate 
surrounding the exact number of coins struck. Breen mentions “some reports” that place the total at either 11,250 pieces 
or 12,153 pieces. The author credits the former figure, although he speculates that it does not include an unknown num¬ 
ber of satin finish proofs. A third mintage figure is put forth by the 2005 Guide Book, that of 12,367 pieces. We do not 
know which of these figures is the most credible, but, on a personal note, this cataloger has long accepted a total of 
11,250 pieces. 

Although an interesting point to debate, the exact number of High Relief Double Eagles originally produced has lit¬ 
tle bearing on the availability of this issue in today’s market. This is because the issue hardly circulated in the tradition¬ 
al sense of the term. Most coins were saved by the contemporary public, and virtually all well worn examples are former 
pocket pieces, As the present sale clearly shows, this issue is usually well represented in major national auctions. The mul¬ 
tiple coins being offered here, however, also illustrate that there is a definite ceiling in certified grade for most extant 
examples. The typically offered grade for High Relief Double Eagles in today’s market is either MS-63 or MS-64. 
Occasionally, an MS-65 or MS-66 example is offered. Superb Gems such as the present coin are of the utmost rarity and 
desirability, such pieces appearing in auctions probably on average of just once or twice per year. 

This is quite simply one of the most awe-inspiring High Relief Saint-Gaudens Twenties that we have ever offered. The 
color is a rich, even, yellow-gold shade that speaks volumes about this coin’s originality. There is not a single detracting 
abrasion on either side, and the appearance is silky smooth from rim-to-rim. Both sides are softly frosted in finish with 
a strike that is probably the sharpest available on a business strike of this type. A coin that would for the centerpiece of 
even the most advanced collection of 20th century gold. 

This is the single finest High Relief Double Eagle certified with a * designation at NGC.

The present sale notwithstand- 
ing, this is a very challenging issue to locate in grades at or above the MS-66 level. In fact, it is a rare occasion indeed when 
we can offer multiple examples ot this Indian Eagle pattern, regardless of the grades for each individual specimen. 

1 he dual Judd numbers listed lor this variety are perhaps worthy of explanation. In earlier editions of the book United 
States Pattern Coins , Experimental and Trial Pieces: Americas Rarest Coins by Dr. J. Hewitt Judd, the 1907 Wire Edge 
Indian Eagle is listed as Judd-1774. In the eighth edition (2003) this issue is listed as Judd-1901, although the editors 
of that work apparently do not explain the reasoning behind this renumbering. Judd-1775, the Rolled Edge variant of 
the 1 907 Indian fen (an example of which we are also offering in this sale), was also renumbered to Judd-1903, as were 
the other pattern gold coins of that year. 

We believe that perhaps several hundred examples of Judd-1774/1901 are extant, an estimate that makes this the most 
frequently encountered Indian Eagle pattern. We are also convinced that the vast majority of survivors grade MS-62 
through MS-65. Clearly superior to most other specimens in collectors’ hands, this expertly preserved Gem is silent on 
the subject of bothersome handling marks. Both sides are original in appearance with evenly distributed, medium inten¬ 
sity, yellow-gold color. Bothersome striking incompleteness is not seen, and a satin textured mint finish is readily evi¬ 
dent at all angles. We wholeheartedly recommend this coin to stellar quality gold specialists.

557 1907 Judd-1775/1903, Pollock-1997. Rarity-5. Rolled Edge Eagle. MS-67 (NGC). The Rolled Edge variant is the 
second major type of Indian Eagle struck in the Philadelphia Mint. Unlike its similarly dated Wire Edge counterpart, the 
Rolled Edge has a raised lip, or protective rim, around both sides. The exact number originally produced is a matter of 
debate, with Mint Director Frank A. Leach reporting a figure of 34,100 pieces. Philadelphia Mint Superintendent John H. 
Landis, however, offers the perhaps more credible total of 31,550 coins. What we do know for certain is that all but 42 
examples were melted in the Mint, probably because the design was still considered unsatisfactory for regular issue pro¬ 
duction. Of the 42 coins potentially available to today’s collectors, three are impounded in the Smithsonian Institution. The 
remaining survivors appear at auction only infrequently, such occasions always accompanied by considerable fanfare and 
strong competition among interested buyers. The unflagging demand for this issue is partly due to the fact that, while it is 
technically a pattern, examples are eagerly sought for inclusion in collections of regular issue Indian Tens. The remaining 
demand stems from both overall rarity for the type and captivating artistic beauty of the design. 

This is a simply breathtaking Superb Gem. The surfaces are silky smooth in sheen with nary a distracting abrasion on 
either side. Fully lustrous with a frosty texture to the finish, all areas appear as sharply defined as possible for the issue. 
Otherwise orange-gold in color, there are, however, a few swirls of pale rose-gold tinting intermingled here and there. A 
tiny, well concealed reverse nick at the top of the eagle’s right (facing) leg should help trace the pedigree of this important 
20 th gold rarity.

This variant of the 1907 Indian Eagle is referred to as both the No Motto 
type and the No Periods type. The former description distinguishes this issue from the later Motto issues, while the lat¬ 
ter distinguishes it from the Wire Edge and Rolled Edge patterns that displayed periods around the reverse inscription 
E PLURIBUS UNUM. 1 his is the “final” design ol Saint-Gaudens’ Indian Eagle—the one that the Mint settled upon 
lor regular issue production. We have placed the word “final” in quotes because, as collectors know, the design was mod¬ 
ified once again in 1908 because Congress insisted upon the addition of the motto IN GOD WE TRUST on the reverse. 

As a first-year issue, rhe 1907 No Motto was saved in significant numbers by the contemporary public. As such, col¬ 
lectors will have little difficulty locating Uncirculated examples in grades up to and including MS-64. In MS-65 and 
MS-66, this issue is scarce, and Superb Gems are rare. Exceptionally well preserved, the present example is overlaid in 
billowy mint frost. Deeply set orange-gold color speaks volumes about this coin’s originality, and the surfaces are pos¬ 
sessed of as full a strike as one could realistically expect for the issue. There are hardly any abrasions, as befits the assigned 
grade, but a single, inconsequential obverse graze behind Liberty’s mouth is mentioned for accuracy’s sake. A breath- 
takingly beautiful coin, and a find for the discerning specialist.

559 1861 Proof-66 Cameo (NGC). The 1861 is perhaps the single most underrated issue in the enure proof Three-1 foliar gold series. This is almost certainly due to 

the fact that the reported mintage of 113 pieces is higher than that of any other proof Three delivered before 1886 with the sole exception of the 1860. If the official 
mintage for the proof 1861 is correct, than coundess examples must have been melted as unsold at year’s end. Survivors are thought to number no more than 10 
coins (per Akers, 1976), a total that current PCGS and NGC population data seems to uphold. This issue is very nearly in the same rarity class as the 1858 and 1859. 

With all but blemish-free surfaces and stellar eye appeal, this coin is most certainly the finest proof 1861 Three available to specialists. Rich, original, yellow- 
gold color envelops both sides, the finishes of which are uniformly cameoed. Sharp-to-full in strike, the frosty textured devices rise powerfully above unfathomably 
deep mirrors in the fields. There is not a single bothersome handling mark, and both the eye appeal and the technical quality are suggestive of an even finer rating. 

There is a small, shallow planchet flaw (as struck) in the reverse field below the ribbon knot that should serve as a useful pedigree marker.

Overlooked Rarity From the Civil War Era 


560 1862 Proof-65 ★ Ultra Cameo (NGC). Writing in 1976, David Akers opines that the 1862 is the most common proofThree-Dollar gold piece 
produced in the 1860s. We believe that this is incorrect, as current PCGS and NGC population data reveal a very rare issue at all levels of preser¬ 
vation. Both of these certification services have seen just 15 coins in all grades, a total that is lower than that for such other Civil War era issues as 
the 1863, 1864, and 1865. We believe that some of the 35 proofThrees prepared in 1862 were melted as unsold, while others may have been lost 
in later years. Most survivors grade no finer than Proof-64, a fact that immediately confirms a conditionally rare status for the present Gem. This 
coin is also important because the similarly dated business strike (only 5,750 pieces produced) is seldom offered in grades at or above MS-64. 

Yellow-gold in sheen, this lovely specimen is sharply contrasted between frosty devices and glowing fields. The latter features are sharp-to-full 
in striking delineation, and all areas are equally free of distracting blemishes. In fact, the outward appearance seems to suggest an even finer Gem 
rating. One of the most beautiful Three-Dollar gold pieces of any issue that this cataloger can ever remember handling.

The year 1849 marks the 
first in which the Dahlonega Mint, indeed any federal coinage facili¬ 
ty, struck Gold Dollars. This Southern branch mint delivered 21,588 
pieces that year, the first 6,593 coins of which are believed to have 
been struck from the Winter 1-A die marriage. As a first-year issue, 
the 1849-D was saved in significant enough numbers to warrant the 
status of the most plentiful D-mint Gold Dollar in todays market. 
Most of the 250-300+ coins believed extant (per Winter, 2003), how¬ 
ever, are circulated to one degree or another. In fact, the author opines 
that no more than 40 Mint State examples survive, those that grade 
MS-63 qualifying for low end Condition Census standing.°/o%This 
is a richly colored example whose otherwise green-gold surfaces reveal 
warmer medium gold hues at more direct angles. The finish is char¬ 
acteristic for the issue with hints of a semi-prooflike sheen in the open 
obverse field and a more granular, frosty texture in other areas. 
Sharply struck for a product of the Dahlonega Mint with scattered 
abrasions that help to define the grade. A few moderate nicks over 
and below the reverse 1 are mentioned for pedigree purposes.

examples of this type. Both sides are awash in full, satin textured luster that further enhances the already memorable eye appeal. Accuracy alone com¬ 
pels us to mention the slightest striking softness in the center of the reverse, but we stress that the LL in DOLLAR and the 84 in the date are con¬ 
siderably bolder than typically seen for the type. Gold Dollars of this design were produced in only three years, with 1856 production confined to 
the San Francisco Mint. The 1854 and 1855 are the most easily obtainable issues of the type, but high quality survivors are rare from a market avail¬ 
ability standpoint. Gems are particularly desirable with examples such as the present coin never failing to see spirited bidder competition at auction.

586 1855 MS-66 (PCGS). A delightful Gem to behold, both the obverse and the reverse are drenched in rich, dominant, reddish-gold color. A few 

isolated areas in and around the centers also display softer powder-blue tinting, this feature being most readily evident on the reverse. The luster 
is full throughout with a billowy, softly frosted texture to the surfaces. Uncommonly well produced for the type with overall sharp definition and 
just a little bit of softness to the OLL in DOLIAR and the 85 in the date in the center of the reverse. 

The short-lived Type II Gold Dollar of 1854-1856 was born out of Mint Director James Ross Snowden’s desire to make the diameter and thick¬ 
ness of this denomination conform more closely to its place within our nation’s coinage system. The work of James Barton Longacre, the design 
was improperly executed in relation to the power of the coinage presses then in use. The result of this blunder was that most Type II Gold Dollars 
were poorly struck and unable to hold up well in the avenues of commerce. Breen (1988) estimates that less than 0.9% of the entire mintage from 
all Mints survived the rigors of circulation, the vast majority of which are worn and/or impaired from having been used in jewelry. As such, a solid¬ 
ly graded Gem such as the present coin should be considered a rare bidding opportunity for the high quality type collector of U.S. gold.

It is always a pleas ure to handle a high grade rep¬ 
resentative of this conditionally challenging type in the 1849-1889 Gold 
Dollar series. A beautifully colored representative of the 1855-P delivery, 
this orange-gold example also boasts rich mint frost over both sides. The 
strike is uncommonly well executed for the type with an overall sharpness 
of definition that further enhances the already strong eye appeal. We do, 
however, note some slight softness of detail over the central obverse hair 
curls, as well as the LL in DOLLAR and the top of the 8 in the date in 
the center of the reverse. These features are not at all uncommon for the 
issue, and the lack of all but a few trivial, well scattered abrasions is also a 
praiseworthy attribute. A bidding opportunity of great importance for 
high grade gold type collectors. 

The fields around the central design elements reveal clashmarks (as struck, and a 
common feature for the type).

•589 1855-C Winter 9-K, the only known dies. AU-58 (NGC). The Charlotte Mint produced a mere 9,803 Gold Dollars of the Type II design, 
all of which are dated 1855. This is an understandably popular issue among Southern gold specialists that is eagerly sought at all levels of preser¬ 
vation. The ‘55-C is also a rare issue that, in high grades (AU-Mint State) is more difficult to locate than any other C-mint Gold Dollar with the 
sole exception of the 1849-C Open Wreath. With just 1-4 Mint State coins believed extant (per Winter), any 1855-C that grades AU-58 is a 
Condition Census example. 

This is a typically struck coin for the issue with softness of detail over some of Liberty’s hair curls and the headdress on the obverse. The reverse 
is a bit more carefully impressed with generally bold delineation in the wreath. Even the denomination 1 DOLLAR and the date 1855 are suit¬ 
ably well defined for the issue. The LL in DOLLAR and the 18 in the date, however, are still a bit soft, as is the ribbon at the bottom of the wreath. 
Medium yellow-gold color envelops both sides, some of the original, slightly granular finish remaining despite a short stint in circulation. Scattered 
abrasions are noted, but none are sizeable or worthy of singular concern. A thin reverse graze to the left of the ribbon should help trace the pedi¬ 
gree of this important C-mint Gold Dollar. 

The 1855-C is known to have been struck on planchets of inferior quality. Indeed, the present example displays some as struck flaws on the obverse over Liberty’s neck and in the reverse 

field after the 1 in the denomination. Clashmarks (also as made) encircle the obverse portrait.

590 1855-D Winter 7-1. AU-58 (NGC). Simply put, this is the most sharply struck ‘55-D Gold Dollar that this cataloger can remember ever having 
handled. The obverse is crisply delineated over all features with the exception of a few of the hair curls over Liberty’s brow. The reverse is even more 
powerfully impressed with crisp delineation over all wreath and ribbon features, and central devices that are as close to fully defined as one could real¬ 
istically expect for a Type II Gold Dollar of any issue. The denticles are bold in all rim areas, and there is very little evidence of rub from circulation. 
Both sides exhibit olive-gold coloration that assumes a warmer, orange-gold cast at more direct angles. None of the scattered abrasions are outwardly 
distracting, and the often seen Mint-made defects in the planchet are conspicuous by their absence. A loupe reveals a tiny graze in the obverse field 
before Liberty’s throat that should help trace the pedigree of this impressive example. 

The sole D-mint delivery in the Type II Gold Dollar series, the 1855-D was produced to the extent of just 1,811 pieces. Survivors, which num¬ 
ber perhaps 70-80 examples (per Winter, 2003), are the second rarest among all D-mint Gold Dollar issues in terms of total number of coins known. 
In AU and Mint State grades, the ‘55-D ranks first in rarity among the 13 deliveries from this coinage facility. As an AU-58, the coin that we are offer¬ 
ing in this lot is comfortably at the lower reaches of Condition Census. 

Some clashmarks (as struck) are seen in the fields around the central devices, these features being a bit bolder on the reverse.

high of a relief and planchets that were too thin, it is little wonder 
that the Type II design is consistently the most poorly struck in the 
entire Gold Dollar series. The branch mints in Charlotte, 
Dahlonega, and New Orleans experienced the most difficulty with 
their Type II deliveries, although the typically offered 1855-0 is apt 
to be more crisply detailed than its similarly dated C and D-mint 
counterparts. The overall definition on both sides of this orange- 
gold example is quite sharp. In fact, the only mentionable softness 
of detail is confined to the center of the reverse over the LL in 
DOLLAR and the 8 in the date. Satin-to-softly frosted in sheen, the 
mint luster is fully intact over both sides. Minimally abraded for the 
assigned grade with surfaces that appear smooth enough to warrant 
consideration at the near-Gem level. 

The 1855-0 (55,000 pieces produced) is the most easily obtain¬ 
able mintmarked Type II Gold Dollar. Although more frequently 
offered in Mint State than the 1855-C, 1855-D, and 1856-S, the 
1855-0 is anything but common at that level. This Choice represen¬ 
tative is probably a newcomer to Winters 1992 Condition Census 
list, but it almost certainly qualifies for that distinction. An important 
offering for the better date type collector of Mint State gold.

Mint State examples are very rare and number per¬ 
haps no more than 15 pieces. Winter’s Condition Census listing for’ 
the 1858-D includes coins that range in grade from MS-65 through 
MS-61. We believe that the present Choice representative is a new¬ 
comer to that list, and it ranks roughly in the middle. Well struck • 
by the standards of this coinage facility, the only mentionable lack 
of detail is confined to the reverse at the 5 in the date and over the i 
lower wreath and ribbon. In fact, the ‘58-D is one of only two Type 
III Gold Dollars from the Dahlonega Mint that can be located with 
any degree of striking sharpness. Both sides are overlaid in yellow- - 
gold color with an otherwise satiny texture that brightens ever-so- ■ 
slightly in the fields at direct angles.

Produced to the extent of just 1,566 pieces, the 1860-D is repre¬ 
sented by perhaps only 90-100 coins in todays hobby. In Mint 
State, Winter (2003) accounts for a mere six or seven pieces, all of 
which are Condition Census. The present example is probably a 
newcomer to that list, both sides exhibiting rose-gold color that 
deepens a bit to copper-gold highlights at the obverse border. The 
strike is about average for this poorly produced issue with the UN 
in UNITED essentially absent and the upper left reverse wreath 
nodceablely soft. A few additional obverse letters, as well as the cen¬ 
ter of the reverse and the ribbon on that side, reveal incompleteness 
of definition.

The single finest 1866 Gold Dollar 
certified at PCGS, this is an exquisite Superb Gem with awe-inspir¬ 
ing eye appeal. Both sides are awash in rich rose-gold color that 
speaks volumes about this coin’s originality. The finish is fully 
proofhke with glowing, pleasingly reflective fields supporting razor 
sharp devices. Of course, the technical quality is no less impressive, 
the surfaces silky smooth in sheen with nary a detracting abrasion 
in evidence.

At the MS-68 level, the 1869 is presendy very rare, there being only one other so graded 
example at PCGS. NGC reports a further three pieces in MS-68. This population data notwithstanding, we doubt that another 
1869 (io!d Dollar in today’s market could match the stellar technical quality and breathtaking eye appeal of the Superb Gem in this 
lot. Both sides are beautilullv colored in warm, original, golden-rose shades. Billowy mint frost is seen throughout, the mint finish 
undiminished by the passage of 135 years since the time of delivery. There are also no detracting abrasions, and the strike is needle 
sharp in all areas. Pedigree concerns alone compel us to mention a tiny planchet void (as produced) in the reverse field below the D 
in DOLLAR.

Federal records indicate that 1,616 Quarter Eagles were deliv¬ 
ered in 1806, all of which are overdates.

the entire series. Apparently, bullion depositors in 1807 expressed considerable interest in Quarter Eagles for the first time since the inauguration of 
the denomination in 1796. The former year also marks the last in which the Capped Bust Right design was employed on this denomination. While • 
survivors of this delivery are more readily obtainable than those of the other issues in this series, they are still undeniably rare when viewed in the wider i 
context of U.S. numismatics. Both sides of the present example retain ample evidence of a satiny finish, the obverse field also revealing some modest 
hints of brightness at more direct angles. Yellow-gold in color, the features are typically struck for the type with overall softness in the centers and 
toward the borders. There is little wear, however, and the only singularly mentionable distractions are a pair of tiny nicks: one in the obverse field inside 
stars 5-6; and the other on the reverse at the I in UNITED. An attractive coin for the grade, nonetheless, and one that should have little difficuldy : 
finding its way into a high quality type set.

606 1808 B. 1, the only known dies. Rarity-4. AU-53 (PCGS). It is one-year type status, rather than excessive rarity, that accounts for the unflag¬ 

ging demand that the 1808 Quarter Eagle enjoys among U.S. gold specialists. We caution bidders, however, that the 1808 is still a legitimately 
rare coin, particularly in grades at or near the Mint State threshold. A mere 2,710 pieces were produced, and the vast majority of survivors grade 
no finer than EE (Another word on survivors of this issue: they are thought to number only 2% of the original mintage. This estimate per Breen, 
1988.) This is a solid AU representative whose striking characteristics are characteristic of the issue. Liberty’s portrait on the obverse and the reverse 
eagle are boldly defined despite a little light highpoint rub. The peripheries, on the other hand, are typically soft in striking definition. We are 
unable to see, however, any of the detracting rim nicks and bruises that Akers (1975) states are often present on extant 1808 Two-and-a-Halves. 
Both sides are also generally free of singularly mentionable abrasions, although pedigree concerns compel us to mention a shallow scrape in the 
reverse field after the final S in STATES. The otherwise olive-gold features warm to orange-gold color as the coin dips into a light. A pleasing rep¬ 
resentative of this important and widely coveted rarity among U.S. gold types.

Previously offered as lot 1434 in our August 2004 Rarities Sale, 
where it was cataloged as: “Breen’s comment (1988) that only a sin¬ 
gle obverse die was utilized for each years delivery in the 1821-1827 
Capped Head Left Quarter Eagle series may have added to the con¬ 
fusion that once reigned regarding the 1824/1 issue. Numismatists 
have thought that the single obverse die for the 1824/1 is the same 
that the Mint used to strike the 6,448 pieces delivered in 1821, only 
modified by punching a 4 over the 1. We now know, however, that 
Mint personnel prepared two distinct obverse dies in 1821, the one 
used for the 1824/1 being unemployed in production prior to [the 
latter] year. Whether or not multiple Quarter Eagle obverse dies 
were prepared in other years from 1821 to 1827 and simply not used 
is still being debated (most importantly in connection with the 
1826/5 delivery). 

“One of just 2,600 Quarter eagles delivered in 1824, this other¬ 
wise greenish-gold example assumes a brighter, yellow-gold cast at 
direct angles. Remnants of the original finish remain despite light 
wear and a smattering of abrasions, modest semi-reflective tenden¬ 
cies being evident in certain field areas. The strike is average for an 
early Two-and-a-Half with some unevenness to the definition that 
leaves many of the central highpoints noticeably soft. A few moder¬ 
ate digs and scrapes are noted on the reverse. [This is] a type that can 
be very challenging to locate in the finer circulated and Mint State 
grades, particularly when one takes into account the number of gold 
type collectors active in today’s hobby.”

This is the rarest Capped Head Left Two-and-a-Half produced in 
the 1820s, and it is one of the most elusive issues in the entire 1796- 
1834 Quarter Eagle series. A mere 760 pieces were delivered from 
a single die marriage, the obverse of which has traditionally been 
described as an 1826/5 overdate. The status of this issue as an over¬ 
date, however, has been disputed, and even PCGS describes the 
present example as an 1826/’5’ on the insert. We believe that the “5 
underdigit” is actually remnants of recutting, an opinion that is 
shared by Akers. Breen (1988), while refraining from passing defin¬ 
itive judgment on this issue, seems to agree with our point of view 
when he states that the stars on the 1826 are larger than those on 
the 1825. This difference in star size is also noted by Akers, who 
further notes that, while the stars on the 1821, 1824/1, and 1825 
are small, those displayed by the 1826 and 1827 are large. Clearly, 
the obverse die that the Mint used to deliver the 1826 is distinct 
from that of the 1825, and it was probably prepared in a later year. 

Regardless of whether the 1826/’5’ is a true overdate or not, 
there can be no denying that this is a very rare issue. It is also one 
of the more sharply impressed Capped Head Left Quarter Eagles, 
the present example exhibiting overall bold definition despite a lit¬ 
tle light highpoint rub. Only a few of the star centrils are softly 
detailed, but this feature does not detract from the relatively pleas¬ 
ing eye appeal. Both sides are green-gold in color with appreciable 
remnants of a prooflike finish. Moderately abraded, yet free of sin¬ 
gularly mentionable distractions. This is the first 1826/’5’ Quarter 
Eagles that we have handled in quite some time, and it is sure to 
elicit strong bids from early gold specialists.

Quarter Eagle production in 1839 with a delivery of 17,781 pieces. 
These coins are the only O-mint Two-and-a-Halves of William 
Kneass’ Classic design. Survivors are usually obtainable with 
patience, at least in circulated grades. In Mint State, the 1839-0 is 
also not one of the rarest O-mint Quarter Eagles, and Winter 
(1992) suggests that a small hoard of Uncirculated examples may 
have entered the market at one time or another. We caution bid¬ 
ders, however, that most Mint State survivors grade no finer than 
BU. As a result, MS-63 examples are rare, and near-Gems are at the 
upper reaches of Condition Census. This is a beautifully colored, 
green-gold and yellow-gold example whose surfaces are free of even 
a single detracting abrasion. The strike is razor sharp in virtually all 
areas, and frosty luster flows over both sides with a pleasingly 
vibrant sheen. One of the most appealing examples of this histori¬ 
cally significant New Orleans Mint issue that we have ever handled, 
and a coin that is sure to inspire spirited bidding at auction. 

This is the scarcer of the two known die marriages of the 1839-0 Quarter Eagle 
with the reverse berry detached from the stem, the fraction close, and the arrow¬ 
heads malformed. Struck from a shattered reverse with several breaks (as made) 
around the eagle. Medallic alignment of the dies.

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512 1842-0 AU-58 (NGC). With one of the lowest mintages in the 
O-mint Quarter Eagle series, it should come as no surprise that the 
1842-0 is surpassed in both overall and high grade rarity by only 
one other issue (the 1845-0). The ‘42-0 was produced to the extent 
of just 19,800 pieces, survivors of which number perhaps just 65-70 
coins (per Winter, 1992). Since most examples grade no finer than 
VF, this nearly Uncirculated representative should be of obvious 
importance to specialists. Both sides are sharply struck with minimal 
wear confined to the highest points of the design. The former feature 
is particularly noteworthy since Winter states that the 1842-0 
“always shows a very weak strike.” In fact, only the eagle’s left (fac¬ 
ing) leg feathers on the reverse are a little softly defined.

About Uncirculated coins believed extant (per Winter, 2002), this 
orange-gold example is uncommonly free of singularly mentionable 
abrasions for a Dahlonega Mint gold coin that saw 10 points of cir¬ 
culation. Of course, the surfaces are peppered with wispy abrasions, 
but the eye appeal is further enhanced by overall sharp definition on 
the obverse. The reverse is also quite bold, and the wear is light and 
confined to the highpoints. Direct angles reveal the faintest remnants 
of original luster in the more protected areas around a few of the 
devices. At this grade level, the 1845-D ranks 11th in rarity among 
the 20 Dahlonega Mint issues in the Liberty Quarter Eagle series. 



617 1848-D Winter 10-N. AU-58 (NGC). The high grade scarcity of 
this issue has not been widely recognized among even Southern gold 
specialists. All too often these and other collectors have been content 
to label the 1848-D (13,771) as a common date Quarter Eagle from 
the Dahlonega Mint. While it is certainly not a great rarity, the ‘48- 
D exists to the extent of only about 48-54 coins in the various AU 
grades. Mint State survivors are even fewer and number perhaps no 
more than 11 coins (these estimates per Winter, 2003). Well struck 
throughout, the coin in this lot exhibits only the lightest trace of rub 
across the highpoints. The color is predominantly a deeply set green- 
gold shade, although we do note some warmer medium gold hues in 
evidence at direct angles. Both sides brighten just a bit as the surfaces 
dip into a light, and the eye appeal further benefits from a lack of 
sizeable and/or singularly detracting abrasions.

Both sides are awash 
in rich olive-gold color that warms a bit to medium gold hues as the 
coin dips into a light. The surfaces appear uncommonly abrasion-free 
for a BU quality gold coin from the Dahlonega Mint, but the luster j 
is perhaps a bit too subdued to warrant a Choice designation. In high 
grades (AU-Mint State), the 1849-D (10,945 pieces produced) is one 
of the rarest D-mint Quarter Eagles from the 1840s.

1850- D (12,148 pieces produced) is the most easily obtainable Dahlonega 
Mint Quarter Eagle from the 1850s, but it is rarer than such 1840s deliv¬ 
eries as the 1845-D, 1846-D, and 1847-D. One of perhaps 125-150 coins 
believed extant (pier Wnter, 2003), this yellow-gold example is relatively 
well struck on the obverse. The reverse eagle is a little softly defined, but 
both sides exhibit only light highpoint rub. Lighdy abraded with no cir¬ 
culation marks that are worthy of singular concern. A conditionally scarce 
representative of an issue that is typically offered in either VF or EF.

This should come as no surprise given the latter issue’s original 
mintage of 239,975 business strikes—a limited total for the series, 
and considerably lower than that of the previous two years. We can¬ 
not overstate the importance of the present near-Gem among spe¬ 
cialists in this series. Both sides are richly colored in orange-gold 
shades with full mint luster. The finish is a bit granular in texture, 
as befits the issue. Sharply struck with uncommonly well preserved 
surfaces for an issue that tends to come extensively abraded. In fact, 
there are only a few trivial blemishes here and there that would seem 
to bar this coin from an even higher grade.

662 1854-D Winter 1-A, the only known dies. AU-55 (NGC). Dahlonega Mint production ofThree-Dollar gold pieces was 
confined to the first-year of issue for this denomination. The 1854-D is, therefore, an immensely popular issue among gold 
specialists. With just 1,120 pieces produced, it is also a rare issue. Writing in 2003, Doug Winter opines that no more than 
125 coins are extant. In the various AU grades, the authors estimate of the number of extant ‘54-D Threes drops to only 22- 
27 coins. The striking quality of this issue is distinct in that the centers are more sharply defined than the borders. On the 
obverse of the present example, Liberty’s portrait is overall bold despite some light rub across the highpoints. The denticles 
from 7 o’clock through 3 o’clock are virtually nonexistent on that side, and the U in UNITED is a bit softly impressed. The 
central design elements and the wreath on the reverse are suitably bold, and the denticles are indistinct in roughly the same 
clock positions as previously noted for the obverse. Both sides are richly colored in olive-gold shades. There are no sizeable or 
singularly detracting abrasions—an uncommon feature for the issue—and a peppering of tiny circulation marks is not out of 
context with the assigned grade. The overall eye appeal of this important Southern gold rarity is among the strongest that we 
have seen for a lightly circulated survivor. Sure to see spirited bidder competition at auction.

663 1854-D Winter 1-A, the only known dies. AU-50 (NGC). 

Both sides are richly colored with dominant reddish-gold patina. 
There are blushes of original luster outlining many of the devices, 
this feature being evident at more direct angles. The strike is typical 
for the issue, at least around the peripheries, with soft detail in most 
rim areas. The centers are more sharply impressed with suitably 
bold delineation over Liberty’s portrait on the obverse and the 
reverse wreath despite light highpoint wear. The denomination, 
date, and mintmark on the reverse are crisply defined, and the sur¬ 
faces are smoother than one might expect for a Dahlonega Mint 
gold coin that saw 10 points of circulation. There are, of course, 
some abrasions scattered about, but none are large in size or out¬ 
wardly distracting. The present sale notwithstanding, the 1854-D is 
a particularly difficult issue to locate in the various About 
Uncirculated grades.

664 1854-0 AU-58 (NGC). The 1854-0 is similar to the 1854-D in 
that it is also the only Three-Dollar gold piece struck at its respective 
branch mint. There the similarity ends, however, with the 1854-0 
much easier to obtain in lower grades. In AU, however, the ‘54-0 is 
conditionally rare, particularly when Choice. This is a mostly yel¬ 
low-gold example, but green-gold undertones are seen as the surfaces 
rotate away from a light. There are also a few feint blushes of deep¬ 
er color along the lower left reverse border. Remnants of a very mod¬ 
est semi-prooflike finish outline many of the devices, this despite a 
little light rub and a smattering of mostly small circulation marks. 
The overall striking detail is sharp, but we do note some softness of 
detail over the central obverse hair curls and the digits in the date on 
the reverse. Very nearly in the Mint State category, and a find for col¬ 
lectors who specialize in Southern gold.

While the 
1854-0 is not a major rarity by the standards of this series, it is an 
issue that enjoys unflagging demand from both type collectors and 
Southern gold specialists. Generally well struck for the issue, both 
sides are lightly worn over only the highest points of the design. The 
color is a blend of rich green-gold and orange-gold shades with a few 
faint flickers of original luster clinging to some of the peripheral 
devices. Both sides are a bit scuffy from time spent in circulation, 
but most distractions are small in size and not singularly conspicu¬ 
ous.

Equally rich orange-gold and green-gold colors compete for domi¬ 
nance as the surfaces rotate under a light. The strike is overall sharp, 
and there are no areas of bothersome incompleteness of detail. 
Carefully preserved with virtually distraction-free features and a few 
speckles of copper tinting around the reverse periphery. Pedigree 
concerns compel us to mention a thin graze in the obverse after the 
final A in AMERICA. The 1855 (50,555 pieces produced) is not 
the rarest issue in the 1854-1889 Three-Dollar gold series, but nei¬ 
ther is it the most plentiful.

671 1862 MS-65 (ICG). The original business strike mintage for this 

Civil War era gold issue is a paltry 5,750 pieces. Elusive in all 
grades, the 1862 is particularly rare in Mint State. Surprisingly, this 
fact is not well known among collectors, and the 1862 is actually 
one of the more underrated rarities in this challenging series. The 
present Gem is among the finest examples that we have ever han¬ 
dled. The fields reveal very modest hints of brightness as the coin 
dips into a light, this feature accenting the overall sharply impressed 
devices. The color is a warm orange-gold shade, and there are hard¬ 
ly any outwardly distracting abrasions. There are just a few light 
surface ticks beneath some scattered haziness. An important Gem 
quality survivor of an issue that is rarer in all Mint State grades than 
the more highly regarded 1863. 

Striations (as produced) are seen in the fields as the surfaces rotate under a light. Of 
course, a loupe allows more careful inspection of these interesting features.

681 1879 Flowing Hair. Judd-1635, Pollock-1833 (?)• Rarity-3. Proof-65 (NGC). The Four-Dollar gold piece, or 
Stella, was borne out of the federal government's desire to “kill two birds with one stone.” The first “bird” was the ongo¬ 
ing rivalry between advocates of silver and gold. As originally proposed by Representative John Adam Kasson in 1879, 
the Stella would have been produced in a metric gold alloy that utilized both precious metals. The expression of the com¬ 
position on the obverse, as well as the adoption of a metric weight for the denomination, was intended to make the Stella 
acceptable in international trade. (The second “bird” was the perceived need for international trade coinage.) 
Unfortunately for the silver lobby, whose members were actively seeking an additional outlet for the production of their 
mines. Congress was unimpressed with the project and failed to authorize regular issue production of Four-Dollar gold 
pieces. The patterns prepared by the Mint in 1879 and 1880, however, remained for the benefit of today’s collectors. 
These pieces depict both Charles Barber’s Flowing Hair design and George T. Morgan’s Coiled Hair motif. 

1 he most frequently encountered Stellas in the numismatic market are 1879 Flowing Hair examples struck in early 
1880 on standard gold planchets. We believe that the present coin is a survivor of that delivery (Pollock-1833). There 
are central striations (as made) on both sides, but we note that these features are not as bold as those seen on many other 
examples. Medium intensity orange-gold color flows over both sides. Field-to-device contrast is not quite sharp enough 
to suggest a Cameo designation, but there is some interplay between mint frost over the central devices and pleasingly 
reflective mirrors in the fields. An accurately graded Gem with no bothersome handling marks.

682 1879 Flowing Hair. Judd-1635, Pollock-1833 (?). Rarity-3. Proof-64 Cameo (NGC). If this attribution is correct, 
and we believe that it is, then this coin was struck in standard gold alloy of 90% gold, 10% copper. Although there is no 
conclusive evidence for this assertion, numismatic scholars believe that the 700 or so restrike (Pollock, 1994, estimates 
400) 1879 Flowing Hair Stellas delivered in early 1880 were on standard gold planchets, while the 15 originals (Pollock 
states 25) of 1879 were struck in metric gold alloy. The restrikes are also thought to be those coins that display striations 
(as struck) over the central highpoints, a feature that the present specimen exhibits toward the top of the obverse portrait. 
Of course, a metallurgical analysis would positively determine whether this coin is an example of Pollock-1832 (metric 
alloy) or Pollock-1833 (standard alloy). Neither this distinction nor its status as an original or a restrike, however, make 
much of a difference in terms of this coin’s desirability. All gold 1879 Flowing Hair Stellas are immensely popular among 
advanced type collectors as the most readily obtainable representatives of this curious denomination. Both sides are veiled 
in yellow-gold color with bold field-to-device contrast. Whereas the former areas are deeply mirrored in finish, the devices 
are more satiny in sheen. The highest hair curls on the obverse are a bit softly delineated, but the overall impression is 
sharp. Carefully preserved with no mentionable hairlines or contact marks, this is an attractive example of this elusive type 
that, although technically a pattern, is widely collected as part of the regular issue U.S. gold series.

683 1800 B. 1-D, Miller'44. Rarity-4. AU-58 (PCGS). The report 
ed mintage figure for this issue is 37,628 pieces, a total that includes 
26,006 examples delivered in 1801 from 1800-dated dies. No 1801- 
dated Half Eagles were struck in the U.S. Mint. Although undoubt¬ 
edly a rare date when viewed in the wider context of numismatics, 
the 1800 is one of the more frequently offered Capped Bust Right, 
Heraldic Eagle Fives in today’s market. It is, therefore, an important 
issue among early gold type collectors. The coin that we are offering 
in this lot is possessed of deeply set green-gold color that warms to 
yellow-gold hues at more direct angles. Modestly semi-prooflike in 
finish, both sides reveal pleasing brightness in the fields as the coin 
rotates under a light. Overall bold in definition from a well centered 
impression, the surfaces reveal the expected number of scattered 
abrasions lor an early gold coin that saw actual, however limited use 
in the avenues of commerce. 

The obverse displays a thin die crack (as struck) from the top of the I in LIBERTY 
that joins the bortom of the BER in the same word. On the reverse one can see a 
heavier crack (also as produced) from the eagle's left (facing) talon, over the lower 
shield and the eagle's right (facing) talon, and into the olive branch. There is also a 
die break (again, as struck) from the reverse rim over the upright of the R in AMER

685 1803/2 B. 2-D, Miller-58. Rarity-4. AU-53 (PCGS). In the 

1997 book United States Half Eagle Gold Coins: 1795-1834 , Robert 
W. Miller, Sr. assigned this variety an R.7 rating. Apparendy, he 
wrote that book shortly after positive identification of the second 
obverse die for the 1803/2, but before numerous misattributed 
examples of B. 1-D were reattributed as B. 2-D. Today, the latter die 
marriage is considered to be the second most plentiful of the 1803/2 
delivery. This otherwise green-gold example warms to yellow-gold 
hues as the surfaces dip into a light. The strike is well centered on 
the planchet with devices that retain plenty of sharp striking detail 
despite a little light rub. The eagle’s left (facing) talon is softly 
impressed, but there are no singularly mentionable abrasions save for 
a reverse scrape in the left field above the arrowheads. As an issue, 
the 1803/2 is similar in both overall and high grade rarity to the 
1800. Both dates are among the more frequently encountered in the 
Capped Bust Right, Heraldic Eagle Five Dollar series.

This green 
gold example warms to yellow-gold shades as the coin dips into a 
light. Both sides are predominandy satiny in texture, but we do note 
the lightest hints of brightness in a few field areas on the reverse. 
Whereas many examples of this issue are lightly struck in the centers, 
this piece is quite sharp in those areas. In fact, the only mentionable 
softness of detail is out-of-the-way toward the upper left reverse bor¬ 
der. Well centered on the planchet with readily evident denticles 
around both sides. Lightly abraded, as befits the grade, yet free of sin¬ 
gularly distracting handling marks. The 1802/1 is one of the more 
plentiful issues in the Capped Bust Right, Heraldic Eagle Five Dollar 
series, and examples are eagerly sought by gold type collectors. 

The reverse die is in a late state with a crack from the rim above the U in UNITED 
through the UNI, a cud over the T in UNITED, and a retained cud over the D in 
the same word.

When one considers both Guide Book varieties of this 
issue together, the 1804 is the scarcest Capped Bust Right Half Eagle of the 1800-1807 era. As a distinct variety, the 
1804 Small 8 is also among the rarest deliveries from this era, but it is just a bit more obtainable than the 1806 Pointed 
6. This is a richly colored near-Gem with warm yellow-gold overtones accenting more deeply set green-gold shadings. 
The strike is expertly centered with bold denticulation around both sides. The focal features are overall sharp in defini¬ 
tion with just a bit of softness to the detail over the eagles left (facing) talon and breast feathers on the reverse. Fully lus¬ 
trous with a satiny finish, the surfaces are free of individually mentionable abrasions. Better date gold type collectors 
would be wise to enter strong bids for this appealing near-Gem. Unsurpassable in certified grade at NGC. 

There are some adjustment marks (as produced) on the obverse over Liberty’s bust and on the reverse in and around the center. 

NGC has certified only five 1804 Half Eagles of both major varieties in MS-64, and none are finer.

When viewed in the wider context of U.S. numismatics, the 1805 Half Eagle, like all early 
gold issues from the Philadelphia Mint, is a rare coin. It is, however, among the more plentiful issues of the Capped Bust Right, Heraldic Eagle type. 
We caution bidders, however, that a Choice 1805 is a scarcer find than a similarly graded representative of the 1800, 1802/1, 1803/2, and 1806 Round 
Top 6 issues. This is a richly colored, green-gold example whose surfaces are overlaid in softly frosted luster. Both sides are generally well centered on 
the planchet, although we note that the right reverse denticles are a little indistinct. All other features, however, are pleasingly sharp, and none of the 
grade-defining abrasions are sizeable or worthy of individual mention. An important bidding opportunity for the early gold type collector. 

Light adjustment marks (as produced) are well concealed over the back of Liberty’s head.

We 
note, however, that the number of handling marks is relatively limited for 
an early U.S. gold coin of this size, and these features are also generally 
small in size.

This coin has the distinct ‘A' 
reverse, paired with Breen-3/4 obverse. Though listed separately in 
the old Breen monograph on early half eagles, later research by 
Harry Bass concluded that these two obverses are the same. Our 
research when evaluating this coin supports the Bass claim. 
Nevertheless, it is a scarcer die variety, as such. 

This stunning example has full mint luster. It is remarkably well 
struck throughout, with only a bit of softness evident on eagle’s 
finely detailed talons at the left. There is fairly prominent die clash¬ 
ing on both sides. Surface marks are minimal, and there are only a 
few very faint hairlines on the obverse. It claims complete absence 
of adjustment marks, which plagues all early American gold coinage 
series, and solidly grades MS-63. As such, it is a truly outstanding 
Gapped Bust Left Half Eagle for date, type, or die variety. 

This short-lived series served only from 1807 to 1812 with 
Liberty exhibiting a draped bust. For ease of die life and general 
striking quality the designs were modified in 1813. This date is not 
one of the more abundant at the offered grade level. That distinction 
goes to the 1807 emission and those struck from 1810 to 1812. 
Only 179 total examples dated 1808 have been certified by PCGS.

Satin-to- 
softly frosted in sheen, this vellow-gpld example is free of singularly both¬ 
ersome abrasions. The strike is sharp over all focal features, although we 
do note just a bit of softness to the detail over some of the denticles. An 
important bidding opportunity for the early gold variety specialist.

This frosty textured example exhibits an overall sharpness of strike 
from a rather well centered impression. The otherwise medium gold 
color yields to faint blushes of copper iridescence in the more pro¬ 
tected areas around a few of the peripheral devices, perhaps most 
notably the D in the reverse denomination. Small abrasions are 
scattered about, none of which are out of context with the desig¬ 
nated grade. As far as Capped Bust Left Fives are concerned, the 
1811 Tall 5 is more rare at the Choice BU level than the 1807, 
1809/8, 1810 Large Date, Large 5, and the 1812. Examples of this 
variety are also slightly more challenging to locate than those of its 
similarly dated Small 5 counterpart.

The 1830 Small 5D is more elusive than the 1833 and equally as difficult to locate as the 
1831 and 1834 Motto, Plain 4. Ample remnants of a semi-prooflike finish are seen on both sides, this despite a little 
light rub from a short stint in circulation. The otherwise orange-gold color deepens to green-gold shades as the surfaces 
turn away from a light. I here are no ill-defined features on either side, the overall definition being pleasingly sharp. 
Scattered distractions include a pair of mentionable abrasions in the left obverse field between stars 3 and 4. It is not 
often that an auction includes a representative of this type, a fact that is sure to result in strong bidder competition for 
the present lot.

The strike is generally bold 
for the issue, although we note that the borders are a little less sharp 
than the focal features. Moderately abraded, as befits the grade, with 
no singularly mentionable circulation marks.

CC exists to the extant of perhaps 50-60 coins in today’s hobby (this estimate per Winter and Halperin, 2000). Most 
survivors (27-33 examples) grade at or below the VF level, and the aforementioned authors allow for just seven-to-nine 
coins in the various AU grades. 

In AU-50, this coin just misses inclusion in Winter’s Condition Census listing for the issue. The strike, while not full, 
is overall sharp and nearly strong enough to warrant attribution as Die State I (see below). Of particular note in this 
regard is the definition over Liberty’s hair curls on the obverse and the eagle’s neck feathers on the reverse. A readily evi¬ 
dent lack of abrasions is a feature that is hardly ever seen on extant ‘70-CC Half Eagles, and it is certainly among the 
most important attributes of this coin. Both sides exhibit not unattractive olive-orange color, although we do note the 
slightest bit of glossiness to the texture. A desirable coin, and a legendary rarity among 19th century U.S. gold. 

Two I )ic Stales are known for the 1870-CC Half Eagle. Die State I examples exhibit virtually full striking definition over the central highpoints. There are perhaps no more than 10 
coins of this die state known. Die State II exhibits varying degrees of striking softness on the hair curls over Liberty's brow and the eagle's neck feathers.

As one might surmise, the ‘80-CC is more readily obtainable 
in all grades than the 1870s issues, and Winter (2001) even opines 
that a surprisingly high number of coins are extant in high grades. 
(“High” in this context refers to AU and Mint State grades.) Since 
the authors Condition Census includes coins that grade MS-61 
through MS-62, we can safely assume that most “high grade” sur¬ 
vivors are at the various levels of AU preservation. In fact, the pres¬ 
ent example is tied for finest known with the plate coin in Winter’s 
2001 book Gold Coins of the Carson City Mint. A lovely orange-gold 
example, the surfaces are suitably vibrant in luster quality with a 
softly frosted texture.

A mere 92 pieces were originally delivered, and survivors are rarer than those of 
the other proof Liberty Lives from the 1900-1907 era. We believe that many examples remained in the Mint as unsold 
and were subsequently melted in 1908 to make way for sales of the new proof Indian Half Eagle. A rare and captivat¬ 
ing Superb Clem, the specimen in this lot should have little difficulty finding its way into a specialized collection of U.S. 
gold, fresh looking yellow-gold color envelops both sides, the deeply mirrored fields appearing to “go black” as the coin 
turns away from a light source. The devices are sharply struck and, with more of a frosty textured finish, are well con¬ 
trasted to the fields. Free of grade-limiting blemishes with a few faint swirls of haziness here and there in the obverse 
field that we mention solely for accuracy’s sake.

Boldly impressed throughout, the strike is also well centered on the planchet with suitably bold delin¬ 
eation over most of the denticles. The luster is pleasingly vibrant for the assigned grade, and the number of small, scat¬ 
tered abrasions is relatively minimal. One of several important early U.S. gold coins that we are offering in this sale.

Examples of both the Small Eagle and Heraldic Eagle types are eagerly sought as the largest gold coins produced in the 
fledgling Philadelphia Mint. The 1803 B. 2-B is the most plentiful die marriage of the 1795-1804 series. The present example reveals progressively 
sharper striking detail the closer one’s gaze moves toward the right borders. The color is a deeply set green-gold shade that brightens to yellow-gold 
hues at more direct angles. Remnants of a semi-prooflike sheen are noted, as are scattered abrasions that include a few mentionable scrapes in the left 
obverse field. A pleasing representative of the issue as well as the type.

750 1804 B. 1-A, Taraszka-31. Rarity-4. MS-63 (NGC). Unlike its similarly dated Plain 4 counterpart, the 1804 B. 1- 
A was actually delivered in the year shown on the coin. It is not, however, the final regular issue Eagle delivered by the 
rhiladelphia Mint prior to 1838. That honor belongs to the 1803 B. 1-F die marriage. The business strike 1804 has a 
reported mintage of just 3,757 pieces. We believe that no more than 150 coins are extant, a total that confirms this issues 
scarcity and desirability in all grades. A handful of Mint State pieces are included in that total, but their number is not 
great. In fact, PCGS and NGC combined have certified only 32 examples in all Uncirculated grades, some of which may 
represent resubmissions of the same coin(s). The representative in this lot is surpassed in grade by only a single MS-64 
piece at NGC. The luster is very attractive with a shimmering, satin texture to the richly colored surfaces. Both sides 
present as green-gold at most angles, but warmer yellow-gold shades are also evident as the coin dips into a light. Star 
12 on the obverse and the eagle’s left (facing) talon and right (facing) shoulder on the reverse are a little softly impressed, 
but the balance of the devices are relatively bold. The impression is expertly centered on the planchet, and the grade- 
defining abrasions are small in size and not singularly conspicuous.

Warm 
orange-gold overtones accent more deeply set green-gold color, and the 
surfaces retain ample amounts of original luster in the more protected 
areas around the devices. Moderately abraded, as befits the grade, yet large 
ly free of individually noteworthy distractions.

Both sides are semi-prooflike in finish with considerable 
amounts of the original finish remaining despite light highpoint rub and 
a smattering of circulation marks.

766 1881 Proof-66 Ultra Cameo (NGC). The Philadelphia Mint prepared 40 proof Liberty Eagles on March 19, 1881 (Breen, 1988, reports a fig¬ 

ure of 42 pieces). No more specimen lens of this date were struck. We do not know exactly how many proof 1881 Eagles are extant in todays 
hobby, but combined PC( ,S and NGC population data seems to suggest that the total is probably somewhere in the vicinity of 25-50% of the 
original mintage. 1 his is the single finest certified representative of this issue. It is a deeply cameoed Gem whose fully struck, frosty textured devices 
are set atop unfathomably deep mirrors in the fields. Medium intensity rose-gold color blankets virtually blemish-free features. Solidly graded at 
the PR-66 level, there is a tiny graze in the lower right obverse field that should help trace the pedigree of this important proof gold rarity. 

All known proof 1881 Liberty Eagles display incomplete curls at the back of Liberty’s neck. In addition, the date is set to the right in the lower obverse field.

Garrett, the Mint struck 500 examples of this important issue, none of which were intended for general circulation. Breen (1988) opines that this mintage 
figure is divided into 448 business strikes. 50 proofs, and two additional coins (business strikes or proofs?) that were officially melted, probably for Assay 
purposes. Akers (1988). however, believes that the Mint employed only one finish for delivery of this issue, an opinion with which we agree. 

As the above mentioned attributions suggest, this issue is technically a pattern, but it is generally collected as part of the regular issue Indian Eagle series. The 
popularity of the 1907 Wire Edge len stems, at least in pan. from the fact that it is the only available type in gold that depicts the original Saint-Gaudens con¬ 
ception of thus majestic design. I here is no rim, the Wire Edge resulting when metal was forced between the dies and collar during striking. This type of edge would 
never have worked during regular issue production due to its tendency to interfere with the ejection process. Stacking would also have proved difficult 

This is a very rare issue in Gem Mint State because the lack of a protective rim meant that, even though the coins were spared general circulation, the sur¬ 
faces were easily marked and nicked. This is one of the most carefully preserved examples that this cataloger has ever handled, the surfaces smooth in appear¬ 
ance. lhere is not a single distracting handling mark, and the eye appeal further benefits from a rich endowment of light greenish-gold color. Both sides are 
satiny in sheen with sharp stnking detail, particularly over the focal features. A tiny, barely perceptible swirl of variegated tinting on Liberty’s cheek is noted 
solely for pedigree purposes. Delightful ro behold, and a historically significant coin for the advanced collector of this popular 20th century gold series.

Writing in 1988, David Akers opined that this issue was one of the least attractive in the series with most Mint State 
survivors displaying softly struck central devices and/or lackluster surfaces. We suspect that the author did not have a piece such as the present Gem 
in mind when he made that statement. This is a simply gorgeous Indian Ten irrespective of date with rich reddish-gold color and soft, satiny lus¬ 
ter. True, the central obverse hair curls are a bit softly detailed, but the balance of the devices are crisply impressed. The overall smooth surfaces are 
extraordinary for a conditionally challenging issue that, when offered in Mint State at all, is apt to grade no finer than MS-63.

Born and raised in the small farming community 
of Aberdeen, South Dakota, Richard Strunk gradual 
- ed from high school in 1956. As a child in the late 
1940s and 1950s, he had a voracious appetite for 
books. One of his favorite 
places as a child, under¬ 
standably, was the 
Alexander Mitchell 
Library, a public 
library in 
Aberdeen. He 
also developed an 
early interest in 
numismatics, col¬ 
lecting Buffalo 
Nickels and other 
coins as the humble 
resources of the Strunk 
family would allow. 

After obtaining his educa¬ 
tion, Dick began employment with Boeing Aircraft, 
one of the leading aerospace manufacturers. While at 
Boeing, he continued his interest in books and 
numismatics. After complet¬ 
ing an extensive library 
certification program, 

Dick received the 
position of head of 
Boeing’s cost esti¬ 
mating research 
library. This posi¬ 
tion was perfectly 
matched to Dick’s 
love of books and 
reading, and he 
held it for many 
years. 

Upon his retirement 
from Boeing in 1993, Dick was 
able to devote more time to his twin passions of 
books and numismatics. His passion for books and 
reading led to a profound interest in studying western 
philosophy. Dick was a serious and dedicated student 


of educator and philosopher Mortimer J. Adler, and 
he even completed his own work before his death, a 
book entitled Understanding Happiness. 

Later in life, Dick’s numismatic interests focused 
more on United States gold 
coinage. He understood 
gold’s intrinsic value, 
but his passion was 
also rooted in the 
fact that, although 
he admired gold 
coins as a child, 
his family’s eco¬ 
nomics did not 
allow him to col¬ 
lect them. By 1998, 
Dick had assembled 
an impressive collec¬ 
tion of high quality Saint- 
Gaudens Double Eagles dated 

1907 through 1920. 

Dick passed away on January 2, 2001 following an 
extended illness. He left most of his estate to various 
charities that had touched not 
only his life, but the lives 
of those around him. 
Recalling his child¬ 
hood years and the 
impact that the 
Aberdeen library 
[ had had on him,

The eclectic 
nature of the items in this lot lead us to strongly recommend in-per¬ 
son viewing prior to bidding.

The obverse of this 
Octagonal California Gold token displays a left facing Indian head 
with the date 1858 below. Thirteen stars are arranged around the 
border. On the reverse, the inscription CALIFORNIA GOLD is 
enclosed in a wreath, a five pointed star in the center. Certainly 
struck sometime after the date shown on the obverse, both sides are 
fully prooflike in finish with sharp delineation to the features.
